Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  this,  my  sixth  joint  Annual 
Report  in  conjunction  with  the  Chief  Public  Health  In- 
spector, on  the  sanitary  circumstances  and  the  state  of  the 
public  health  in  the  district  during  1957. 


Vital  Statistics.  The  infant  death  rate  has  shown 
a decrease  to  24.69  after  the  rather  higher  rate  in  1956  and 
compares  more  favourably  now  with  the  national  figure  of 
23.0.  The  adjusted  death  rate  of  10.55  shows  a decline  over 
the  previous  year.  The  cancer  rate  remains  static,  while  of 
15  deaths  from  lung  cancer,  only  two  occurred  in  the  female. 


Para  Typhoid.  As  a result  of  an  outbreak  of  para 
typhoid  B in  a maternity  home  outside  the  district  in  Sep- 
tember, 1957,  a number  of  cases  and  contacts  were  discharged 
home  within  this  area  and  investigations  and  surveillance 
had,  therefore,  to  be  arranged,  which  involved  26  families 
and  97  individuals,  requiring  over  200  home  visits.  Six 
adults  and  seven  babies  were  found  to  be  positive  carriers 
and  at  the  year  end,  this  had  been  reduced  to  only  2 babies 
and  one  adult. 

Poliomyelitis.  One  case  of  non  paralytic  poliomyelitis 
in  a child  aged  3 years  occured  during  the  first  quarter  of  the 
year.  The  programme  of  innoculation  against  poliomyelitis 
was  given  priority  throughout  the  year,  as  many  children 
and  expectant  mothers  receiving  the  injections  of  British  or 
American  vaccines  as  the  supply  would  permit. 


Slum  Clearance.  During  the  year  a total  of  22  properties 
were  represented  and  in  no  case  was  the  unfitness  of  the  house 
for  human  habitation,  opposed  by  the  owners. 


Establishment  of  Public  Health  Inspectors.  The  question 
of  an  additional  Public  Health  Inspector  was  deferred  some 
time  ago,  but  with  the  continued  growth  of  the  district  and 


the  increased  duties  arising  from  new  legislation,  the  appoint- 
ment of  a further  Inspector  will  have  to  receive  early  re- 
consideration. 

The  present  accomodation  for  the  Inspectors  is  cramped, 
neither  does  it  offer  the  opportunity  of  privacy  in  dealing 
with  members  of  the  public  and  the  question  of  more  suitable 
staff  accomodation  should  also  be  the  concern  of  the  Council. 


Routine  Bacteriological  Food  Sampling  has  been  pur- 
sued and  of  a total  of  145  miscellaneous  food  samples,  14 
were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  for  various  reasons,  but  only 
3 samples  contained  pathogenic  food  poisoning  organisms. 

These  comprised  2 separate  deliveries  of  aislet  and  one 
pork  pie,  all  from  the  same  manufacturing  firm.  This  early  de- 
tection, coupled  with  the  immediate  voluntary  withdrawal 
of  such  supplies  over  a wide  area,  together  with  a thorough 
investigation  of  the  manufacturing  premises,  which  pro- 
duced justifiable  results,  was  responsible  for  preventing  a 
scattered  outbreak  of  food  poisoning. 

I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Council  and  Madam  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  support.  I 
am  most  grateful  for  the  valuable  work  Mr.  F.  Rhodes, 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  has  continued  [to  give  to  the 
Department  and  to  the  Inspectors  and  clerical  staff  for 
their  continued  loyalty  to  their  duties. 

Dr.  McCoy  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  has  again 
examined  a large  number  of  specimens  on  behalf  of  this 
Council  and  well  deserves  our  thanks. 

The  co-operation  my  Department  has  continued  to  re- 
ceive from  the  general  practitioners  has  been  of  considerable 
value  in  our  endeavours  to  promote  the  health  of  the  public.

Three  of  the  four  unsatisfactory  samples  were  taken 
from  private  supplies  and  the  fourth  from  a pump  used  in 
common  by  several  houses.  The  sample  from  one  of  these 
private  sources  was  taken  shortly  after  the  pump  had  been 
repaired  and  it  is  thought  that  this  was  the  reason  for  the 
unsatisfactory  result.  In  two  other  cases  the  bad  results 
were  from  supplies  which  had  given  unsatisfactory  results 
before.  In  both  these  cases  the  water  is  boiled  before  use. 
In  the  fourth  case  the  fault  is  thought  to  have  been  due  to  a 
faulty  pump  which  was  later  repaired,  samples  taken  from 
this  supply  have  previously  been  quite  satisfactory. 

A water  shortage  was  notified  at  the  close  of  the  year 
although  no  serious  deficiency  arose.  In  order  to  combat 
waste  3026  premises  were  inspected  and  from  those  inspected 
677  cold  water  taps  were  washered  and  arrangements  made 
for  85  other  fittings  to  be  repaired  while  having  regard  to  the 
notification  of  water  shortages  likely  to  arise  an  additional 
Waste  Water  Inspector  was  employed  at  the  latter  end  of 
the  year.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

West  Hull  and  Haltemprice  Joint  Main  Drainage  Scheme. 

During  the  past  year  the  Joint  Pumping  Station  at 
West  Dock  Avenue,  now  named  Humberside  Pumping 
Station,  was  officially  opened  by  the  Minister  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government. 


The  Northern  Trunk  Sewer  to  Walton  Street  will  be 
completed  during  1958  and  work  on  the  continuation  of  this 
sewer  to  Hull  Road,  Cottingham  is  now  proceeding  and  this 
will  enable  the  link  up  to  the  existing  Cottingham  Main 
Sewer. 


Haltemprice  Internal  Main  Drainage. 

With  the  commissioning  of  the  Humberside  Pumping 
Station  various  connections  have  been  made  between  the 
existing  sewerage  system  and  the  First  Lane,  and  Springhead 
sewers. 

Work  is  well  advanced  on  the  sewer  bisecting  the  drain- 
age of  Hessle  by  the  construction  of  the  new  intercepting 
sewer  along  Hull  Road  and  Northolme  Road  from  First 
Lane  to  Beverley  Road. 

The  Dunswell  Joint  Sewerage  Scheme  with  Beverley 
R.D.C.  is  materially  complete. 


With  the  improved  Outfall,  work  is  anticipated  on  the 
extension  of  the  Springhead  Sewer  northwards  to  the 
Wolfreton  Road  and  Carr  Lane  area  during  the  forthcoming 
year  to  enable  more  rapid  development  in  this  partially 
laid  out  area.

FOOD— PREMISES  AND  INSPECTION 


(#)  Premises 

As  much  time  as  possible  has  again  been  given  to  the 
inspection  of  the  various  types  of  food  premises.  One  in- 
spector is  responsible  for  work  at  the  slaughterhouses  and  in 
addition  for  other  routine  visits  in  connection  with  the  sale, 
preparation  and  storage  of  food. 

Once  more  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  department 
has  had  the  co-operation  of  the  food  traders  and  any  re- 
quests which  have  had  to  be  made  for  improvements  to  the 
premises  and  changes  in  technique  of  handling  and  storage 
have  been  acceded  to  without  undue  delay. 

( b ) Premises 

There  have  been  no  major  changes  in  the  numbers  of  the 
different  classifications  of  premises  which  was  given  last  year. 

Three  bakehouses  ceased  to  be  used  during  the  year  and 
and  there  are  now  three  grocers,  two  greengrocers  and  two 
butchers  more  than  there  were  in  1956. 

Competition  between  the  various  traders  was  apparent 
in  the  improved  shop  fronts  and  display  cabinets  which  were 
put  in. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  report  adversely  on  any 
premises  to  the  Health  Committee.  Informal  Notices  were 
sent  on  8 occasions.  These  dealt  mainly  with  shops  which 
had  changed  hands  and  at  which  additional  facilities  had 
become  necessary.  In  all  cases  the  requests  were  met  and  as 
a result  hand  washing  facilites  in  three  cases,  equipment 
washing  facilites  in  one  and  outer  clothing  storage  in  one, 
were  provided.  In  one  instance  the  cleanliness  was  im- 
proved and  in  three  others  additional  protection  was  given 
to  the  foodstuffs. 

(c)  Inspection 

The  undermentioned  list  sets  out  the  various  foodstuffs 
it  was  found  necessary  to  condemn  during  the  year.  Most 
of  this  food  was  seen  at  the  two  wholesale  provision  merchants 
whose  premises  are  in  this  area.  Weekly  inspections  are

There  were  3 incidents  of  special  significance  during  the 
year  relating  to  the  presence  of  foreign  bodies  in  food  and 
which  were  reported  to  Committee.  Prosecution  was  not  con- 
sidered reasonable  in  any  of  the  three  cases  on  the  evidence 
available  and  the  particular  circumstances. 

(i)  A brown  loaf  delivered  to  a household  was  found  to 
contain  a nail.  The  head  of  the  nail  was  to  be  seen  on  the 
outside  of  the  loaf. 

(ii)  Four  slices  of  a brown  sliced  loaf  were  found  to  contain 
what  appeared  to  be  the  bristle  from  a bass  broom. 

(iii)  In  a slice  from  a brown  sliced  loaf  was  found  what 
appeared  to  be  the  remains  of  the  larval  stage  of  some  insect. 


(d)  Slaughterhouses 

Once  more  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  100%  meat  in- 
spection has  been  maintained  during  1957.  That  this  has 
been  possible  without  overtime  and  week-end  working  has 
been  due  in  no  small  measure  to  the  co-operation  of  the  traders 
who  have  agreed  to  make  available  for  inspection  in  the 
morning  any  meat  killed  on  the  previous  evening. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  following  table  there  was  a con- 
siderable drop  in  the  number  of  pork  pigs  killed.  This  is 
thought  to  be  due  to  the  fact  that  in  the  previous  year  one 
slaughterhouse  was  killing  pigs  for  a user  outside  the  Haltem- 
price  area. 
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Another  important  fact  revealed  by  the  table  is  the  re- 
duction in  the  percentage  of  animals  found  to  be  affected,  in 
part,  with  tuberculosis.  In  cattle  the  reduction  over  last 
years’  figures  was  from  11.15%  to  7.83%  ; in  cows,  from 
25.87%  to  20.73%  and  there  were  also  reductions  in  all 
classes  of  pigs.  Of  equal  significance  is  the  fact  that  in  1957 
it  was  not  found  necessary  to  condemn  the  whole  carcase 
of  any  cattle  (including  cows)  because  of  tuberculosis.  Even 
allowing  for  the  fact  that  the  private  butcher  obviously  buys 
as  well  as  possible,  such  a reduction  in  the  incidence  of 
tuberculosis  in  food  animals  is  very  satisfactory. 

(e)  An  investigation  was  made  at  two  of  the  slaughter- 
houses with  a fairly  large  throughput  of  pigs  as  to  the 
incidence  of  salmonella  organisms  in  the  live  animal.  The 
investigation  was  done  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Hull.  At  the  beginning  of  the  tests, 
specimens  were  taken  of  faeces  and  the  gall  bladder  from  each 
pig  under  control  conditions  so  that  any  incidence  of  the 
organisms  could  have  been  traced  back  to  some  extent. 
Later  during  the  year  this  method  was  dropped  and  the 
Laboratory  simply  collected  specimens  of  faeces  which  were 
taken  by  the  slaughtermen.  During  the  period  from  January 
1957  to  April,  1957  specimens  from  500  pigs  were  submitted. 
In  no  case  was  a positive  result  found  in  any  of  the  gall 
bladders  and  only  three  positive  faeces  were  found. 

These  were  salmonella  worthington,  montevideo 
and  anatum. 

From  April,  1957  to  the  year  end  1113  samples  of  faeces 
were  examined  by  the  Laboratory  from  these  two  slaughter- 
houses. 

Again  the  incidence  was  very  low — 4 positive  specimens 
only  being  found. 
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(b)  Bacteriological  Sampling 

Samples  of  various  types  of  foodstuffs,  but  more  particu- 
larly of  prepared  meats,  synthetic  cream,  ice  cream  and  ice 
lollies,  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
examination  throughout  the  year. 

The  unsatisfactory  samples  were  made  up  mainly  of  6 
ice  creams  which  were  classed  as  grades  three  and  four  and 
three  ice  lollies  in  which  a small  number  of  presumptive  coli 
organisms  were  found.  The  unsatisfactory  tinned  shrimps 
were  test  samples  from  a batch  received  by  a wholesale  pro- 
vision merchant. 

Two  specimens  of  prepared  meat  and  one  pork  pie 
proved  positive  for  salmonella  heidelberg. 

The  firm  concerned  withdrew,  immediately,  all  stocks 
of  the  products  implicated  with  the  result  that  in  this  area, 
at  least,  the  number  of  known  positive  cases  resulting  from 
this  particular  source  was  kept  down  to  two  adults  and  two 
children. 

Such  a positive  finding  is,  of  course,  an  exception,  but 
one  which  readily  justifies  this  type  of  sampling.

submitted.  These  were  made  up  of  17  pasteurised,  13 
sterilised  and  6 T.T.  milks.  With  the  exception  of  two 
bottles  of  tuberculin  tested  milk  all  proved  satisfactory. 
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(/)  Milk  Production 

The  number  of  farms  producing  milk  increased  by  one 
during  the  year  making  the  total  33.  The  number  of  farmers 
producing  T.T.  milk  remained  at  4. 

45  Semples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  biological  ex- 
amination during  the  year.  Of  these,  four  were  found  to  be 
positive  for  Brucella  abortus  and  one  for  Tuberculosis. 

In  one  case  where  the  supply  was  found  to  be  positive 
for  Brucella  Abortus,  the  farmer  was  a retail  purveyor 
producing  T.T  milk.  In  this  case  a Heat  Treatment  Order 
was  placed  on  the  supply,  although  the  whole  of  the  milk  was 
sold  in  a neighbouring  authority’s  area.  The  order  remained 
in  force  for  15  days. 

In  the  other  cases  of  Brucella  Abortus  infection  the 
producers  were  advised  to  consult  their  own  veterinary 
officers  and  the  one  case  of  tuberculosis  was  referred  to  the 
Divisional  Veterinary  Officer. 

In  addition,  notification  was  received  from  the  Hull 
Corporation  that  samples  of  milk  taken  at  a wholesale  dairy 
in  their  area  from  producers  in  our  area  had  proved  positive 
in  one  case  for  Brucella  Abortus  and  in  one  for  tuberculosis. 
As  both  supplies  were  heat  treated,  no  formal  action  by  this 
authority  was  required. 

(8)  Disposal  of  Condemned  Foods 

Arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  condemned  foods  re- 
mains as  in  previous  years,  unsound  meat  at  the  slaughter- 
houses being  dyed  and  sold  by  the  butchers  to  authorised 
dealers  and  other  foods  being  either  buried  at  the  controlled 
tips  or  handed  over  under  supervison  for  animal  feeding 
stuffs.

(3)  Housing 

The  number  of  complaints  received  from  householders 
about  defective  conditions  in  their  houses  was  remarkably 
low,  only  40  such  complaints  being  made. 
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It  may  be  that  the  proposed  Rent  Act  had  some  bearing 
on  this  figure.  It  was  noticeable  in  this  area,  particularly 
in  the  Hessle  district  that  some  of  the  larger  agents  were 
carrying  out  a good  deal  of  maintenance  work  before  the 
Act  came  into  force.  Painting,  replacement  of  gutters, 
fences  and  gates  and  other  outside  work  was  being  done  to  a 
far  greater  extent  than  is  normal. 

Further  progress  was  made  in  dealing  with  houses,  in- 
cluded in  the  Council’s  provisional  programme  for  clearing 
sub-standard  houses.

There  was  a noticeable  increase  in  the  number  of  re- 
quests received  for  help  in  rodent  destruction  during  the 
year.  The  figure  was  436  which  compares  with  an  average 
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of  308  over  the  past  three  years.  The  number  of  bodies 
picked  up  after  treatments  was  much  higher,  511  as  com- 
pared with  279  last  year. 

As  was  the  case  last  year,  the  10%sewer  survey  revealed 
no  infestation  in  the  Council’s  sewerage  system  and  no  treat- 
ments were  required. 

It  was  unfortunate  that  the  Council’s  Rodent  Operative 
was  forced  to  give  up  work  through  ill  health  in  March  and 
was  not  able  to  come  back  during  the  year.

There  were  more  requests  this  year  for  help  in  the  de- 
struction of  wasps’  nests,  a service  which  this  Authority 
provides  for  the  sum  of  5/-  per  nest.  31  residents  asked  for 
the  service  and  in  addition  about  10  nests  were  destroyed 
on  public  properties  or  land. 

A more  serious  problem  is  that  of  infestation  by  furni- 
ture beetle.  Although  the  number  of  requests  for  advice 
during  the  year  was  relatively  small,  namely  12,  it  does 
seem  that  the  number  of  such  requests  is  increasing.

SECTION  I 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

During  the  year  tipping  facilities  in  the  South  District 
came  to  an  end  and  refuse  from  the  whole  area  is  now  tipped 
at  Harland  Way,  Cottingham.  Because  of  the  long  haul  to 
the  tip  from  Hessle  and  Central  Wards  a medium  sized 
(10/12  cub.  yard  capacity)  vehicle  was  purchased  to  serve  as 
a relief  unit.  The  provision  of  an  additional  tipping  site  is 
being  considered  by  the  appropriate  Committee. 

Paper  and  cardboard  is  baled  at  the  tip  and  sold  to  Con- 
tractors, the  proceeds  from  such  sales  being  used  to  offset 
refuse  collection  costs.  During  the  early  part  of  the  year 
it  was  difficult  to  dispose  of  all  the  paper,  but  the  situation 
has  gradually  improved. 

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  is  responsible  for  the  col- 
lection and  disposal  of  refuse. 

SECTION  J 

MISCELLANEOUS
